Dollar improves 


LONDON (AP). — The U.S. dol- 
lar improved strongly in foreign 
exchanges on Friday at the end of 
a week that hes seen the American 
money rise to its highest point 
since June. 

The price of gold was up 50 
cents at $98.50 an ounce in both 
Lendon and Zurich. 

The dollar was up nearly one
